Culhane was surprised in his room 


by five detectives who pointed pis- 
tols at him. He slept with an auto- 
matic pistol beneath his pillow, but 
made no effort to reach for it. He 
had a small amount of money and 
would not explain while he had sev- 
eral many marked money wrappers 
inside his vest lining.

Denver Mint Bandit Found Dead 


In Car; Body in Garage a Month 


Denver, Colo , Jan. 15.—The daring 
bandit who stood upon the running 
board of an automobile as the men 
who robbed a federal reserve bank 
truck of $200,000 in front of the Den- 
ver mint on December 18 last, sped 
away amid a rain of bullets from 
mint guards, paid with his life. 
Deserted by his pals, the body of 
he dead robber, 
believed to have 
been the leader of the band, was his pocket, 
wind last night in a private garage 
n the fashionable Capitol Hill resi- 
dence district. 
A gaping wound near the bandit's 


heart, told the story. In his pocket 
was a large calibre revolver, while 
high powered rifle and a pump 


shot gun were found in th© car. 
The man, whose clothing and hands 


bore evidence that he was not accus- 
timed to manual labor, rented the 
garage about a week before the mint 
-obbery occurred. When the new

SHOT TO DEATH 


Man Under-Federal Sent- 


ence Called to Door of 
His Home and Killed 
—Slayers Flee. 


Pittsburgh, Jan. 15.—An all night 


lunt in downtown hotels and cab- 
arets, along all roads leading out of 
the city and in railway stations had 
proved fruitless, according to police 
sarly today seeking to penetrate the 
mj-stery surrounding the murder last 
night of Martin Burke. 
Pittsburgh 


saloonkeeper and politician, who was 
reputed to have accumulated a for- 
tune by trafficking in liquor. 


Burke was shot down in the door- 


way of his home shortly after dark 
last night. An autopsy showed two 
wounds in his body, either of which 
would have been fatal, caused by bul- 
lets of different calibre. 
Guests of 


Burke told police they heard only one 
shot. Neighbors corroborated their 
story. Pedestrians described an au- 
tomobile which sped away from in 
front of the home a few seconds after 
Burke was found dying. The car, 
they said, bore an Ohio license num 
ber tag. 
"While admitting the possibility that 


both of the shots might have been 
fired by one gunman, detectives to- 
day were clinging to the theory that 
two men were responsible for the 
slaying—former associates of the 
rum king who feared that Burke 
would "double- cross" them before 
leaving Tuesday to begin a 13-month 
sentence in tho federal pemtentiary 
at Atlanta, Ga. He was sentenced 
following his plea of guilty in the 
United States district com-t in Cleve- 
land recently in connection with the 
illegal withdrawal of 24.000 quarts of 
whiskey from a Roseville, Ind , dis- 
tillery. Later he was released in 
510.000 bail to return to Pittsburgh 
to arrange important business affairs 
before beginning to serve his prison 
time. He was engaged in a final 
conference -with intimate friends and 
business associates when he vvas 
summoned to the doorway of 
home an<3 killed. Follow ing the two 
shots which police believe were fired 
simultaneously.

H. were found on a handkerchief in 
necktie and shoes 


were bought in exclusive Chicago 
retal stores. That the dead man did 
not profit much in the huge loot ob- 
tained by his confederates was indi- 
cated when police found only one sil- 
ver dollar, three 25-cent pieces, two 
dimes and a five cent piece in his 
pocket. 
Eight shells to fit the pistol in the 
bandit's pocket were found in his 
coat. Five men's caps from which 
the signatures of the makers 
had 
been torn, were found in the bandit 
car or nearby 
The automobile had been stolen 


from Brighton, Col., in October, last. 


The dead man was described as be- 
ing 35 years old, short and heavy set 
The robbery of the federal reserve 
guards took place the morning of 
December 18 last 
Driving tip alongside a federal re- 


serve delivery automobile truck as 
four federal reserve guards were car- 
rying $200,000, the men opened fire. 
The leader, believed to be the man 
found dead in the stolen automobile 
last night, directed a terrific fire at 
the approaching reserve bank guards 
and aided byTiis confederates, cap- 
tured the currency, placed it in their 
and d*-oye away. As the leader 
, 
of the bandit gang opened 
fire, 
Charles T. Lmton, aged guard for the 
bank, attempted to draw his pistol, 
but a well directed bullet struck him 
and he fell, mortally wounded. 
, 
As they left, the man who had

taken the lead during the actual rob- 
bery, stood on the running board of 
the car and fired a final volley, while 
mint guards sent a shower of lead 
from the second story of the mint. 
The bandit was seen to throw his 
arm into the car and lurch forward, 
only the quick work of his compan- 
ions preventing him from falling to 
the street. 
It is the theory of the Deputy Cor- 


oner Bostwick that the bullet from 
one of the guns of the guards struck 
the man on the left hand, passed out 
about four inches further back on 
the wrist and penetrated his chest 
about a half inch above the heart. 


These are the only signs of wounds 
to be found on the body, there being 
no other marks except a vaccination 
scar. 
An autopsy to determine the cali- 
bre of the gun which, inflicted the 
fatal wound will be performed today.

Washington, Jan. 15.—Instability 


in the bituminous coal mining indus- 
try is the fundamental cause of high 
prices and the fuel shortage which 
has menaced the American public 
repeatedly in recent years, the 
United States coal commission held 
today, in a preliminary report of its 
finding investigation laid before con- 
gress. 
Labor troubles, transportation dif- 
ficulties, and over-development of 
the industry in mines and manpower 
to a point where it is much larger 
than necessary to supply public de- 
mand for its product—if operations 
were continuous—were all three as- 
signed as among primary causes for 
the condition. The exact bearing 
which these have upon the-existing 
situation, the commission said, it in- 
tended to study in its further in- 
quiry. 
Regarding the possibility of an 


other general coal strike after April 
1, *the report said the commission 
"has reason to believe that an 
agreement will be reached m the 
near future that will avert any wide- 
spread cessation of mine operations 
in Union fields on April 1." 
The commission added that its 


work in -promoting industrial peace 
by ascertaining and publishing re- 
liable data on wages, earnings, em- 
ployment volume, profits and costs 
involved in coal production will pro- 
ceed with that understanding. Re-
